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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant fails to explain how make and use 
electronic books that would be different than books created with text-based documents of a word processor as taught by the prior art. 
Similarly, the applicant has failed to teach how to make and use pages of a book that differ from a common word processor ability to 
display and modify page layout properties of text-based documents. The Examiner's statement that "...text could include pages of an 
electronic book" is an undisputed fact derived from the definition of word processor. Even though the Examiner provided the applicant a 
copy of this definition from a 1994 dictionary, the applicant mis-characterizes facts as improper hindsight rather than address the facts with 
meaningful discourse. 
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
